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Detailed Action 

1 . This office action is for amendment received on 9/5/2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 9, 11-19, 21-23 are allowable over the prior art of record. The prior arts 
fail to teach the allowable features, singly, particularly, or in combination. 

Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 5, 9, 18 with argument [pages 10-15 of 
applicant amendment ] having allowable features for the 

Voice Guiding through Speakerphone from user to Search calling party's 
information for the control means for Setting a Secret calling mode for switching a call 
path from a speakerphone to an earphone in response to a voice command from the 
user, of the_hands-free function of a mobile communication terminal. 

The dependent claims are also allowable due to their dependency upon the independent 
claim and comprising additional claimed features associated to the features of the 
independent claims. 

The closest prior art Son et al. (US 6,212,408 B1) teaches the processor 104, 504 & 
software for controlling the operation of a wireless mobile device 100 for setting up call 
mode based on voice command [Fig. 8, col. 5, lines 14-18 & col. 17, lines 4-10, col. 15, lines 
37-45], but fails to teach the Voice Guiding through Speakerphone from user for the 
Searching of calling party's information for the control means for Setting a secret 
calling mode for switching a call path from a speakerphone to an earphone in 
response to a voice command from the user. 

Borth et al. (US 4,737,976) teaches the voice command for redial to search directory 
having stored phone number [Fig. 3, col. 4, lines 2-10 & col. 5, lines 34-45], but fail to teach 
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the Setting a Secret calling mode for switching a call path f rom a speakerphone to an 
earphone in response to a voice command from the user. 

Other prior arts in below were also considered, but they fail to teach the above 
allowable features. 

Core et al. (US 5,826,187) teaches the step for switching 62D to speakerphone first & 
then loop back to talk mode 62B for connecting audio to earpiece at step 110, to route audio 
to earpiece 50A [Fig. 2-3, col. 5, lines 30-42], but fails to teach the Voice guiding search, the 
user command to Set a secret calling mode for switching a call path from a 
speakerphone to an earphone. 

Beith et al. (US 6,449,496 B1) teaches the voice recognizer VR for search user name in 
the phonebook for dialing out, col. 3, lines 7-25 & steps 354, 356 in Fig. 7A]. 

Shimada (US 5,222,121) teaches the verifying of the next telephone number with voice 
guiding, col. 6, line 55 to col. 7, line 21].
